INTRODUCTION 


Many  emigrants  named.  “Gilmore0  landed  on  these  shores 
"between  the  yearn  1718  and  1800.  They  originated  in  Scot¬ 
land,  "but  load  lived  for  nearly  a  century  after  1625  in  nor¬ 
thern  Ireland.  Long  "before  1718,  "Gilmores0  from  England, 
who  may  have  been  of  Scotch  descent,  emigrated  to  this 
country.  The  name  is  spelled  variously  "Gilmer0,  "Gilmore", 
"Gilmoure"  or  "Gillmore “,  and  in  one  form  or  another  is  found 
in  every  state;  several  towns  bear  the  name.  This  book  is 
written  of  those  who  spelled  the  name  "Gilmore0  with  an  oc¬ 
casional  exception.  They  came  first  to  Massachusetts  but 
very  soon  settled  in  southern  New  Hampshire,  where  they  built 
mills  and  were  skilled  mechanics  unlike  their  neighbors,  who 
were  weavers  and  farmers.  One  of  the  Gilmores  went  as  far 
down  south  as  Arkansas  to  establish  a  Thread  Hill;  most  of 
them  settled  in  the  northern  states,  where  they  engaged  in 
manufacturing  and  commercial  business.  Many  of  the  “Gilmores'* 
served  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  in  the  War  of  1812  and  in  the 
War  of  the  Rebellion.  The  identification  of  the  names  Johp, 
James  and  Y/illiam  found  in  the  war  records  is  a  difficult 
matter.  I  have  never  found  a  Gilmore  engaged  in  the  manufac- 


ture  or  sale  of  intoxicants  or  addicted  to  their  use;1  they 
do  not  appear  in  litigation.  Their  descendants  may  well  he 
proud  of  a  lineage  peaceful,  industrious  and  prosperous. 

In  compiling  these  records  I  have  received  the  help  of 
Kre.  J.  C*  Durham  of  Belfast,  Maine,  a  very  persistent  in¬ 
vestigator  who  has  known  many  of  the  Maine  branch  and  is  an 
authority  on  genealogical  records  of  the  state;  also  of  Mrs. 
Donald  K.  Moore,  a  Gilmore  descendant  and  the  State  Consult¬ 
ing  Registrar  of  the  Michigan  D.  A.  R. ;  of  Mrs.  Phebe  Bailey 
of  Haverhill,  IT.  H.  and  of  Mrs.  Frank  A.  Gilmore  of  Somer¬ 
ville,  Massachusetts.  The  originals  of  the  James  Gilmore 
commissions  are  now  in  the  possession  of  Granville  Gilmore 
of  Montreal,  Canrda. 

The  Gilmores  of  Bedford,  Methuen'  and  Cambridge,  Vermont, 
have  lived  close  by  the  Bondonderry  families  but  are  not 
known  to  be  related. 

.  The  records  of  the  first  two  generations  of  "Gilmores* 
as  given  in  a  number  of  town  histories  are  wrong.  By  ex¬ 
tensive  research  and  not  by  inf grenca  I  feel  confident  these 
errors  are  now  corrected.

History  of  Lorain  County,  Ohio,  (1879),  gives  the 
following  information: 

Sdmund  Gil  lino  re,  came  to  Black  River  from  Chester  Hamp¬ 
shire  County,  Massachusetts,  in  1811.  He  was  accompanied 
by  Ms  son  Aretus,  and  a  nephew,  Ashbel  Gillmore,  and  his 
family.  He  selected  a  location  on  lot  22,  erected  a  house 
and  leaving  Aretus  in  charge,  returned  to  Massachusetts  for 
the  rest  of  his  family  with  whom  he  arrived  in  June  of  the 
following  year. 

Ashbel  Gillmore  not  liking  the  level,  wet  lands  of  Black 
River,  had  been  conveyed  by  his  uncle  to  the  hills  of  Geauga 
County,  where  he  found  in  the  to7;nship  of  Chester,  in  that 
county,  a  location  more  to  his  taste. 

Mr.  Gillmore,  senior,  built  the  first  frame  barn  in  the 
county.  He  was  a  large  owner  of  land,  having  at  one  time 
nearly  a  thousand  acres,  most  of  it  in  this  and  Amherst  town¬ 
ships.

Quartus  'went  to  the  Western  Reserve  in  Ohio  in  1810,  but 
soon  after  went  back  East,  and  in  1812  he  went  to  Lorain,  Ohio, 
making  the  journey  overland  in  wagons.

In  his  special  field  as  a  military  strategist  one  of 
the  ablest  was  Quincy  A.  Gillmore,  who  was  born  in  the  Black 
River  community,  now  the  City  of  Lorain,  Feb.  25,  1825,  and 
during  the  war  earned  an  international  reputation  as  an  organ¬ 
izer  of  siege  operations  and  a  revolutionizer  of  naval  gunnery. 
A  son  of  Quartos  Gillmore  and  wife.  As  a  boy  he  attended  the 
Horwalk  Academy  and  the  Elyria  High  School.  He  began  to  study 
medicine  and  wrote  for  publication*  There  was  a  vacancy  at 
West  Point... and  Gillmore  was  recommended  because  of  his  integ¬ 
rity  and  scholarship.  .  .He  acquitted  himself  with  credit  as  a 
cadet,  graduating  in  1849  at  the  head  of  his  class  and  entered 


the  service.  General  Gillmore* s  fame  as  an  artillery  officer 


was  established  during  the  siege  and  capture  of  Fort  Pulaski, 


Georgia,  in  1862.  At  this  siege  and  bombardment  he  planted 
his  batteries  at  distances  which  previous  to  this  time  were 
thought  to  be  suicidal,  but  in  less  than  two  days  he  reduced 


the  fortress  which  had  been  pronounced  by  eminent  engineers  as 
impregnable.  It  has  been  well  said  that  General  Gillmore *s 
cannonade  and  capture  of  Fort  Pulaski  revolutionized  the  naval 


gunnery  of  the  world  and  extended  his  fame  throughout  Europe 
as  well  as  America.  For  this  service  he  received  the  brevet 
of  lieutenant-colonel  and  was  made  brigadier-general  of  volun¬ 
teers  April  28,  1862.  His  next  notable  success  was  with  the 
noted  "Swamp  Angel",  a  gun  used  in  the.  siege  of  Charleston... 

later  with  the  Tenth  Corps,  he  took  part  in  the  final 
operations  of  the  Army  of  the  James  River.  He  was  breveted 
four  times  for  meritorious  conduct,  the  last  time  as  major- 
general  b'nited  States  Army  "for  gallant  and  meritorious  con¬ 
duct  in  capturing  Forts  Wagner  and  Gregg  and  for  the  demolish¬ 
ing  of  Fort  Sumpter*.  He  resigned  his  volunteer  commission 
as  major-general  in  December  1865. 

After  the  war,  General  Gillmore  was  engaged  uoon  impor¬ 
tant  engineering  work,  and  his  name  is  most  intimately  associ¬ 
ated  with  the  improvements  of  the  harbor  at  Charleston  and 
Savannah  and  with  other  like  works  along  the  Atlantic  Coast, 
and  as  president  of  the  Mississippi  River  Commission,  with  the 
great  works  which  have  been  projected  for  the  rectification  of 
that  important  waterway.  His  treatise  on  roadmaking  and 
paving  is  regarded  as  the  highest  authority.  He  died  at  Brook¬ 
lyn,  U.  April  11,  1888.

Edmund  Gillmore  was  born  in  Black  Kiver  Township  of  Lorain 
County,  February  10,  1833,  and  died  at  the  City  of  lorain  on 
Thanksgiving  Day  in  1902.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools 
of  his  native  township,  and  at  the  age  of  fifteen  became  an  em¬ 
ploye  on  one  of  the  lake  boats,  making  trips  to  Oswego,  Chicago 
and  all  the  lake  ports.  He  was  a  sailor  for  ten  years  and  was 
also  employed  in  the  ship  yards  around  lake  Erie,  working  as  a 
ship  caulker.  3hile  thus  employed  on  one  occasion,  he  re¬ 
ceived  a  severe  injury  which  made  him  an  invalid  the  rest  of 
hiB  life,  and  for  forty-two  years  he  never  walked  a  step. 

However  he  was  able  to  attend  to  business  and  filled  various

local  of i ices,  such  as  Justice  of  the  peace,  treasure!*  of  the 
pohool  board,  assessor,  township  clerk  for  15  years,  and  for 
more  than  twenty  years  as  notary  public*  He  7/as  first  e- 
lected  justice  of  the  peace  in  1863,  and  served  in  that  capa¬ 
city  39  years.  For  ten  months  he  was  with  Ms  brother. 

General  Fillmore,  in  New  York  City  acting  as  sMpping  agent 
and  assistant  draughtsman*  He  was  an  active  republican  and 
a  man  of  the  highest  character. 

In  1857  Edmund  Gillmore  married  Hiss  Adelaide  2*  Gill- 
more,  a  daughter  of  Alanson  and  Evelyn  (Jones)  Gillmore* 

Her  father  cane  out  of  Massachusetts  about  the  same  time  as 
the  other  members  of  that  family,  and  was  identified  with 
the  early  shipbuilding  interests  at  the  mouth  of  the  Black 
River.  He  was  later  a  farmer,  and  in  1880  removed  to  Lorain, 
where  he  died  when  about  90  years  of  age.  Mrs.  Edmund  Gill- 
more  was  bom  Nov.  22,  1833,  on  Washington  street  in  Lorain. 

She  spent  practically  the  entire  eighty-two  years  of  her  life 
in  one  community,  and  saw  a  village  of  300  inhabitants  grow 
and  develop  to  a  city  of  more  than  30,000  people.  She  was 
the  devoted  companion  of  her  husband  for  nearly  half  a  century, 
and  many  tributes  were  paid  to  her  as  a  pioneer  woman  of  Lo¬ 
rain  County  at  the  time  of  her  death  in  July  1915. She  was 
one  of  the  early  members  of  and  for  many  year's  an  active  worker 
in  the  First  Congregational  Church,  at  the  corner  of  Washington 
Avenue  and  Fourth  Street.  She  was  also  one  of  the  members  of 
the  Old  Friends  Circle  which  was  organized  in  1888,  and  until

her  death,  she  never  failed  to  attend  each  annual  raeetifig 
of  that  organization.  For  forty-four  yearn,  Hrs.  Gillmore 
occupied  the  old  homestead  on  Washington  Avenue  opposite  the 
City  Park.  Hrs.  Gilljnore’s  only  surviving  sister  is  Krs. 
Fannie  Wilford  of  Lorain.  The  only  son  and  child  of  the 
late  Edmund  and  Adelaide  Gillmore  is  Quincy  A.,  now  a  promi¬ 
nent  attorney  at  Elyria,  and  mentioned  in  the  following  para¬ 
graphs  . 

Quincy  A.  Gillmore,  named  in  honor  of  his  distinguished 
uncle,  the  late  Ha j .  General  Quincy  A.  Gillmore,  one  of  the 
greatest  soldiers  and  engineers  produced  by  Lorain  County, 
and  whose  career  is  briefly  sketched  on  other  pages,  the 
subject  of  this  brief  article  has  for  more  than  thirty  years 

enjoyed  high  standing  and  esteem  as  a  lawyer  and  citizen  of 
Elyria. 

A  son  of  the  late  Edmund  Gillmore,  whose  career  has  been 
presented  in  these  pages,  Quincy  A.  Gillmore  was  bom  in  the 
City  of  Lorain,  then  called  Black  River,  Hay  12,  1859.  His 
youth  was  one  of  inspiring  associations  and  excellent  advan¬ 
tages.  He  attended  the  common  schools  up  to  1872,  following 
which  he  was  for  four  years  in  the  Elyria  High  School,  was  a 
student  for  one  year  in  Oberlin  College  and  one  year  in  Wes¬ 
tern  Reserve  College  and  in  1881  graduated  A.  B.  from  the 
Ohio  Wesleyan  University  at  Delaware.  He  had  already  deter¬ 
mined  upon  the  law  as  his  profession  and  after  two  years  in 
the  Cincinnati  Law  School  was  graduated  L.L.B.  in  1883.

Admitted,  to  the  Ohio  bar,  he  began  practice  at  Elyria  in  the 
fall  of  1884  and  is  now  one  of  the  senior  members  of  the  local 
bar... Hie  law  offices  are  in  the  Elyria  Block.,. 

On  Eov.  27,  1084,  at  Delaware,  Ohio,  Hr.  Gillmore  married 
Hiss  Erankie  G.  Brov/n  who  was  born  in  Delaware,  a  daughter  of 
Jacob  A.  and  Haney  A.  (Graham)  Brown,  both  now  deceased. 

They  have  one  son,  Scott  E.,  who  was  bom  in  Elyria  August  23, 
1890.  This  son  was  graduated  from  the  University  School  at 
Cleveland  in  1910,  spent  one  year  at  Case  School  of  Applied 
Science  at  Cleveland  and  then  entered  Yale  University,  where 
he  pursued  a  course  of  mechanical  engineering  and  was  gradu¬ 
ated  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  in  June  1914.  He  is  now  employed 
by  the  Y/arner-Swasey  Company  of  Cleveland.

The  f ollowing  letter  has  been  sent  to  me  from  Colrain* 

George  Patterson  went  from  Londonderry  to  Pelham,  Hass, 
and  ms  a  prominent  citizen  of  that  town  for  some  years... His 
name  first  appears  in  the  records  of  the  town  in  H745.  That 
year  he  eiRned  a  viRorous  protest  asainst  the  call  to  Rev. 

Robert  Abercrombie  to  become  pastor-— 

In  1751  he  was  constable  and  his  son  James  was  born;  in 
1757  he  was  deer-reeve;  in  1756  he  was  on  the  school  committee. 
He  was  one  of  the  company  under  capt.  Robert  Lotheridge,  Col. 
Israel  Billings,  who  marched  by  the  captain  generals  orders 
for  the  relief  of  the  garrison  and  troops  at  Port  William 
Henry  at  the  time  it  was  invested  in  1757;  he  7/as  a  surveyor 
in  1761;  was  allotted  a  church  pew  with  William  Gray  in  1766; 
was  "vendue -mas ter"  in  1769  and  was  one  of  the  Committee  of 


Correspondence  in  1773  and  also  in  1777  and  served  as>a 
selectman  of  Pelham  in  1763,  1766,  1769,  1770,  1771,  1775, 
1777,  1779. 

His  name  does  not  appear  later  in  the  History  of  Pelham. 

His  son  Adam  ms  married  in  Pelham  to  Janet  Rankin 
July  7,  1778  and  his  residence  is  given  as  Bhutesbury. 

Adam  served  in  the  Revolution  and  perhaps  settled  in  Col- 
rain  at  the  time  of  his  marriage.  The  births  of  his 
children  are  recorded  in  Colrain  and  his  eldest  child,  Betty 
was  born  Jan.  5,  1779.  Evidently  his  father  soon  followed 
him  to  Colrain  as  that  is  the  last  year  he  held  office  in 
Pelham  or  appears  in  the  records.  The  descendants  still 
living  in  Colrain  are  descended  from  Adam  Patterson.  I 
think  others  were  here  but  have  left  no  family  as  far  as  I 
know . 

George  and  Hargaret  Patterson  are  buried  in  the  North 
River  cemetery,  not  far  from  where  they  first  settled  and 
where  a  George  Patterson  has  lived  for  three  generations; 
the  last  one  within  my  own  memory  since  1  lived  in  town.

Looking  up  the  index,  I  rind  that  the  name  Gain  Armour  of 
Windham  occurs  in  eight  deeds  between  1754  and  1767.  G-aan 

Armour  of  Jindham  buys  land  from  James  and  J&irgaret  Gilmore 
in  1750.  Gein  Armour  of  Windham  buys  land  of  John  and 
Jenet  Wallace  in  1753*  Gamin  Armour  of  Windham  buys  land 
from  Joseph  Clyd  in  1762. 

Could  it  be  possib3e  that  Ga i n  was  a  contraction  of 
Janet  or  Jennet,  wife  of  Gann  Armour?  It  was  most  unusual 
for  a  woman  to  be  executrix  in  those  days,  but  R,  Wibird, 
judge  of  probate,  refers  to  Ga in  as  her.
